Running outta juice 
Alberta blackout was just a 
blender drink away 


THE MASSIVE BLACKOUT EXPER- 
ienced on the eastern seaboard last 
week may not be limited to the 
continent's big power grids. In 
fact, just last month, Alberta came 
very close to experiencing a black- 
out of its own. On Tuesday, July 
22, the Alberta Electrical System 
Operator declared an Emergency 
Alert. Power producers who rely 
on the long summer days, when 
less power is typically consumed, 
to shut down generating units and 
perform maintenance, didn’t antic- 
ipate the arrival of the hottest day 
of the year. Albertans trying to 
keep cool in 30-degree-plus heat 
jacked up their air conditioners, 
cranked up the fans.and stuffed 
more food in the refrigerator. The 
increase in power overwhelmed 
the system, some microeconomics 
kicked in and, by midday, the 
price of electricity shot up to just 
below its cap ($1,000/ Megawatt 
Hour), the breaking point at which 
producers would have had to cut 
power to non-industrial con- 
sumers (e.g. you). 

Fortunately, it never crossed the 
crucial threshold and settled at just 
below $999.00/ MWH while we all 
calmly went about the business of 
keeping cool, never realizing the 
near crisis that was averted. 
Liberal Energy critic Hugh 
MacDonald warns that’s the kind 
of thing to expect in a deregulated 
energy market where profit enters 
the domain of supply and 
demand. “[In a regulated market, 
the province] looked after our own 
interests first, and I wish we could 
continue to do so,” he says. 


Spreading its seeds 
Canada wants EU to accept 
GMO imports 


an rs THE UNITED STATES AND 
rgentina have joined forces to 
fe t the European ban on geneti- 
cally modified crop seeds. The trio 
are the world’s largest producers 
of GM foods. On Wednesday they 
took a formal request to the World 
Trade Organization, asking the 
international arbiter to remove the 
European Union ban that has been 
in place for the last five years. The 
US argues the ban is costing its 
farmers and its homegrown 
biotech companies (Monsanto and 
Dow Chemical among them) bil- 
lions of dollars. What's more, 
developing nations—nations it 
says could most benefit from the 
technology—are being influenced 
by Europe's refusal to import the 
seeds. The EU used its right to

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Reinventing pencils 


In the US, an unlikely pair is teaming up to 
create a revolutionary TV station 


IT’S EASY TO SEE WHY FORMER US. 
vice-president Al Gore latched 
onto Steve Rosenbaum, the 42- 
year-old president of docu- 
mentary production company 
Camera Planet, for the TV net- 
work he’s developing. When 
Rosenbaum starts talking, he 
sounds like the sort of 
Starbucks-powered pitch man 
you could have found shilling 
“killer apps” in Silicon Valley 
five years ago. 

“Imagine you were on the 
earth when the pencil was 
invented,” said Rosenbaum 
on a recent evening. “And 
imagine the world pre-pencil 
and post-pencil. Digital video 
is a pencil. People always say 
it's like a Xerox machine—not 
even close. It’s a fundamental 
creative tool that didn’t exist a 
few years ago and that exists 
today. It’s a big fucking deal.” 

If Rosenbaum’s spiel on the 
ee he of handheld cameras 
had a late-period dot-com 
flavour to it, he was speaking, 
Gore's language; it was just 
the sort of thing to win over the 
technophile politician. Rosenbaum is 
now a consultant to the incipient 
network that Gore is building with 
the entrepreneur and Democratic 
fund-raiser Joel Hyatt. Rosenbaum’s 
vision is this: he believes regular 
people wielding digital cameras— 
the kind you pick up in electronics 
stores for $1,000—<can supply great 
utopian television that does things 
like build community, foster dia- 
logue and upend old-school 
media—a People’s Republic of 





Tubedom, in which the video 
viewpoints of average schlubs, pack- 
aged by producers, can tear down 
the battlement walls of television 
and sing a Whitmanian Video Song 
of Themselves. 

Rosenbaum calls it an “open- 
source framework.” 

So far, Rosenbaum’s ideas have 
had limited traction on the cable 
dial, but he had a successful MTV 
video-diary program called 
Unfiltered in the late ‘90s, which 
piqued Gore's interest. It got him a 


meeting and then a gig edifying 
Gore and his people on new ways 
produce television. Rosenbaum to 
NYTV that some aspect of his “use; 
video” concept would play into 
Gore and Hyatt’s network. Whet! 
it will be the operating paradigm 
the entire channel was a little 
unclear. But Rosenbaum underst: 
that his ideas had been received 
enthusiasm by the cable distrib, 
tors with whom the Gore-Hy:

Prisoners of sin 


Unrelenting feature brings 
horrific history to life 


of promiscuity and unwed mother- 
hood, the definition of “looseness” 
included the sin of being born illegit- 
imate, being raped, being abused by 
one’s husbands, or simply of being a 
woman who was too pretty—and 
therefore a temptation to righteous 
men. 

Peter Mullan’s film, The Madgalene 
Sisters, follows the composite charac- 
ters Margaret (Anne-Marie Duff), 
Rose (Dorothy Duffy), and 
Bernadette (Nora-Jane Noone). 
Margaret is brought in by her family 
after she is raped by a cousin at a 
wedding. Bernadette, an orphan, is 
promptly removed from the orphan- 
age when it becomes apparent that 
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the boys are taking too much notice 

of her. And Rose, the sweetest of the 
three, loved a boy before they could 

marry and had his baby. 

It's a harsh, depressing movie, full 
of rage—passionate and critical, it 
won the Golden Lion at the Venice 
Film Festival, prompting the Vatican 
to condemn it as anti-Catholic. 

Well, no kidding. 

Something like 30,000 women 
were imprisoned, the last such insti- 
tution closing in 1996. 1996! The 
church has yet to apologize for the 
mistreatment of the girls, who often 
were cut off from their families until 
they died. 

Shocking. And the film never 
shies away from shock. 

The injustices and humiliations fly 
fast and thick. And like any girls-in- 
prison movie, the tough prison 
guard makes sure that any abuses 
go unnoticed, instead blaming the 
girls themselves when, say, a priest 

decides to test the limits of his celiba- 


Sister Bridget (an excellent 
Geraldine McEwan) is a roaring ball 
of spite, perhaps a former inmate 
herself. One of the creepiest scenes in 
the film involves the near-escape of 
one of the girls, followed by a spirit- 
crushing punishment and a sudden 
conversion. But these are not just 
young women; we see, too, the mid- 
dle-aged and elderly, washing 
clothes alongside the teenagers. 
Thrashings and beatings seem to 
occur every other scene, when 
they’re not being tortured, verbally 
abused and humiliated. 

This is not a documentary, but 
Mullan does a very pod job of let- 

ing you forget it—there are even 
pak fer at the end that tellus _ 
whatever happened to the girls, as if 
they were real people. Certainly the 
performances from each of the actors 
laying the inmates portray a very 
Peeing anger and shame. 

Thank god we are allowed to 
express that outrage now. Abuse can 
no longer hide behind a church. q 
Even when it seems like the world is 
slipping into a mire of barbarism, 
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It’s them again!

IT’S ONLY BEEN A FEW MONTHS SINCE 
Americans were intent on removing, 
the French from everything. Now 
veteran director James Ivory is 
putting the American back in Paris. 
Based on the book by Diane 
Johnson, Le Divorce pits the studied 
grace and starched refinery of 
Merchant Ivory period dramas 
against the carefree earnestness of 
the American educated middle class. 

The story revolves around a pair 
of American sisters, Isabel and Roxy 
Walker, whose lives are irrevocably 
changed by their experiences with 
French culture. Roxy (Naomi Watts) 
is a brilliant young poet and mother 
who finds herself facing the full 
brunt of the culture's eccentricity 
when her husband, a dashing 
French artist from an aristocratic 
family, falls in love with another 
woman and leaves her pregnant and 
alone. 

Isabel (Kate Hudson) comes to her 
rescue via a flight from Santa 
Barbara, but finds that French cul- 


ture offers enc ugh temptations to a 
pretty young American to distract 
her from a thousand miserable sis- 
ters. She soon finds herself choosing 
between a darkly handsome young 
activist and the worldly Edgar 
Cosset (Thierry Lhermitte), who just 
happens to be her sister’s soon-to-be- 
ex’s uncle. The older man’s charms 
and gifts prove effective, and Isabel 
soon learns what it means to be a 
mistress in French society and a 
woman in love. 

Though they converge nicely in 
the end, the many subplots compete 
for space, leaving each woefully 
underdeveloped. Perhaps this plot- 
wise flightiness is meant to suggest 
the way of gay Paree but only so 
many oversights can be explained 
by the culture’s je ne sais quoi. Time 
moves so quickly in this film, there’s 
no real chance to develop a sense of 
romance from either of Isabel's rela- 
tionships. Meanwhile, Hudson her- 
self seems so intent on doing alter- 
nating impressions of her real-life 
mother, Goldie Hawn, and Jean 
Seberg in Breathless, Godard’s study 
of French and American culture, that 
she forgets her character is actually 
supposed to feel. 

Watts, on the other hand, is heart- 
breaking as the abandoned Roxy but

is constantly forgotten in the course 
of Isabel’s adventures in lingerie 
shopping and haute cuisine. The 
final addition of the entire Walker 
family saves the film from the 
monotony of Hudson’s giggles, as 
the Walker matriarch, played by the 
indefatigable Stockard Channing, 
squares off against the de Persand 
matriarch, played by the ever-proper 
Leslie Caron. It’s just a pity these 
two don’t enjoy more central roles to 
show the kind of sparks that come 


when two different but equally pow- 


erful women interact. 

Flippant cultural comparison is 
well-wom territory, and the film 
doesn’t really add anything new to 
the mix. It pokes fun at everybody 
but somehow those rascally 
Americans, as always, come out 
looking pretty squeaky compared to 
the mean old French aristocrats. 
Sure, cultural clashes are par for the 
course when trying to dramatize the 
experience of Americans abroad, but

Open Range isn’t without a few 
good elements, but it’s still a bad film.

Now, the fatalistic, vengeance-ori- 
ented Western is by nature tele- 
scoped, but Costner’s direction is 
grossly overstated. When Sue tells 
Charlie he’s drinking from the only 
surviving heirloom from her moth- 
er—a delicate china set—you’re sure 
something’s gonna happen to it. 
When the director lingers on it, you 
count the seconds until it gets 
smashed. 

Costner’s worst trait as a director, 
besides his ham-handed use of sym- 
bolism like precious china or fluffy 
white puppies, is a disregard for sub- 
tlety.

IT’S ALMOST ALWAYS DISAPPOINT- 
ing to revisit a work of fiction that’s 
been particularly resonant, meaning- 
ful or exciting to you, only to find 
that you've outgrown the power it 
once held. Maybe this effect is ampli- 
fied by film, the combined sensory 
impact of which can be so persua- 
sive and enthralling the first time 
through, only to prove artificial and 
manipulative with repeat viewings. 
Akira Kurosawa’s Seven Samurai 
(1954) is the exception that proves 
the rule. A textbook of film lan- 
guage, an epic of novelistic density, 
a moving gallery of indelible black 
and white images, a masterwork of 
sound and editing and an unsur- 
passed conflation of action-movie 
thrills and human themes, Seven 
Samurai practically demands repeat 
viewings and repays each with fur- 
ther glimpses of depth and detail 
that make the whole more satisfying. 
Running 207 minutes, not one of 
which is shaded with CGI flum- 
mery, Seven Samurai immerses you 
in the harsh reality of 16th century 
Japan, a time when central authority 
had collapsed and agrarian peasants 
were at the mercy of power-hungry 
warlords and ruthless bandits. 
Faced with the inevitable plunder 
of its harvest by said bandits, a vil- 
lage hatches a plan to hire unem- 







return. Though he’s not initially 
invited, a wild ruffian named 
Kikuchiyo (Toshiro Mifune) insinu- 
ates himself into the ranks of the 
warrior class. 

Usually the power of a film this 
influential is attenuated by how 
often it’s been imitated, referenced 
and ripped off, but Seven Samurai 
tends to point to the inadequacies of 
its progeny. There isn’t a wasted 
moment in its three-and-a-half hour 
duration, during which Kurosawa 
and _his actors craft nuanced por- 
traits of a dozen or more central 
characters and delineate divisions of 
gender and caste that figure mean- 
ingfully in the story. Where subse- 
quent derivations of this tale often 
devolve into smarmy feel-good 
homilies about the power of pulling 
together against a common foe, 
Kurosawa’s viewpoint is entirely 
unsentimental. The teeth-gritting 
excitement of the vast battle 
sequences and the heroism of the 
warriors doesn’t diminish the sense 
of futility and waste intrinsic to vio- 
lent conflict, a notion underlined by 
the film’s memorable coda. 

Kurosawa employed a team of 
historical researchers, built and peo- 
pled a town with hundreds of extras 
and spent a year in production creat- 
ing an authentic setting for his story. 
Every element contained in the 
frame is meticulously assembled; 
even the elements seem subordinate 
to the director's vision, from the 
swirls of dust kicked up by the scur- 
ry of sandaled feet to the torrential 
downpour that turns the final con- 
frontation between Kambei's 
makeshift army and the vicious ban- 
dits into a swamp of mud and 


corpses. 

After multiple viewings, I could 
extol its virtues at length—the per- 
formances, the fine touches of come- 
dy, romance, pathos and terror, the 
glowing black and white cinematog- 
raphy—as tens of thousands of crit- 
ics and cinephiles already persua- 
sively have. The point is simply that, 
if you love movies, you should go

Dusseldort’s riff-raff. These 
raids cramp the style of the 
city’s gangsters, who are just as 
outraged and sickened by the 
murders as the police. They may 
be crooks, but they make their 
living by stealing and embez- 
zling, not by murdering little 
girls. So the gangsters decide to 
take the law into their own 
hands and begin their own man- 
hunt with the intent of “killing 
the monster”. Thus Boge an 
intense race between the police 
and the gangsters to capture the 
shadowy man behind the mur- 
ders. 

Lang’s later work in America 
included such film noir classics 
as The Big Heat, but M is clearly 
his finest moment. Released in _

Scriptwriter Heidi Thomas fits the 
expansive interlocking relationships 
of the novel into the film without 
glossing much over.

“IKNOW EDMONTON WAS WAY UP 
north,” ponders blues legend Ruth 
Brown over the phone from her 
Nevada home, remembering her last 
gig in this city. “At the show it was 
raining, and there were all these peo- 


ple with umbrellas, but nobody was _ 


leaving. You're a long way off, aren’t 
you?” 

Well, a good distance from 
Brown’s home in Henderson, just 
outside of Las Vegas, but not so far 
that we don’t have a glimmer of the 
importance of a visit by someone of 
the calibre of Ruth Brown. I mean, 
we're not barbarians. But here's a 
quick history lesson for those of you 
who are: after being signed to 
Atlantic Records in 1948, Brown pro- 
ceeded to rack up an astonishing 
number of gospel-inflected R & B 
hits (“Teardrops From My Eyes,” 
“Mama He Treats Your Daughter 
Mean”) that forever sealed Brown’s 
reputation as one of the finest blues 
singers ever. She fell on hard times a 
few years after leaving Atlantic in 
the mid~‘60s, but sympathetic prod- 
ding from a few friends and admir- 
ers (like Miles Davis) helped her 
back on her feet, and she began a 
comeback, starting with musicals 
(she won a Tony award for Black and 
Blue) and film (John Water's 
Hairspray), and finally a Grammy for 
her 1989 album, Blues on Broadway. 
Brown has seen it all, and has some 
fairly stern things to say about the 
state of music today. 

“Well, I'll tell you: I think in the 
time that I was doing this, the rea- 
sons were different. I’m telling you, 
ten cars and two mansions and a 
million dollar chain hanging around 
your neck... Y’know, that’s no reason 
to sing the blues, and if you do it, 
you don’t do it authentically.” 

You're talking about music as an 
art form? 

“Yes,” she says emphatically. 
“Yes, yes. And I listen to... there's a 
friend of mine on the radio here 
called the Maestro who is also one of 
the great conductors and arrangers 
of his time. He has a radio show and 
I listen to him more then any other 
show in Vegas because he really 
plays the good stuff. I’ll turn on the 
radio and he'll be playing me, for 
instance.” 

So he keeps you going? 

“He keeps me going here. In fact, 
it has happened so often that the 
Charleston Art Center is going to do 
a night of Ruth Brown this October 
the 4th, in Vegas. And then I go to 
New York next week to get an 
award in Harlem there—what they 
call Harlem Week at Davis Hall, City 
College.” 

Sounds like a full agenda. 
“Oh, thank God for that,” she

The venerable virtuoso Mr. Atkins 


hit upon a mantra instilled in many 
a blues musician: Gut instinct and 


soul-searing simplicity are the key to 
enduring music. Dykes is the first to 
admit he’s no musical genius; 
despite heading the popular blues 
rock trio Omar and the Howlers for 
over 20 years, the Texas-based gui- 
tarist and singer makes no claim at 
mastery 


Dykes 
in a distinctive southern drawl, “1 
just play guitar.” The distinction is 
important. Being a bona fide guitarist 
means commanding the weight of 
theory and refined technique, danc- 
ing across genres and mincing 
obscure modes in ways that con- 
found the casual ear. Playing the 
guitar for Dykes means channeling a 
feeling and affecting pe ople, a task 
that is no easier than memorizing 
musical charts. 

“You could break guitar playing 
down to math, if you wanted to,” 
says Dykes. “I see a lot of these gui- 
tar wizards who are technically pro- 
ficient, but I like Stevie Ray, you 
know? Stevie Ray just played real 
elemental stuff—I loved the feeling. I 
can watch Joe Satriani or Steve Vai 
and really appreciate their tech- 
nique, but I can’t put in their CDs 
and listen to them more than once 
But I find myself going back to the 
same Peggy Lee CD 300 times.” 
Given Dykes’ movie-perfect 
southern blues upbringing, it’s not 
hard to see where that attitude came 
from. Old blues aficionados should 
reeognize the name McComb, 
Mississippi—it’s the town where Bo 
Diddley was born in 1928, and 
where Dykes grew up 22 years later. 
He got into music early, and by the 
age of 13 was playing at the segre- 
gated black juke joints across the 
highway. “Where I’m from, back in 
the day, nearly everybody played 
everything,” he recalls. “You'd see a 
black man playing country music. 
Blues, rockabilly and country would 
all be mixed together—there were 
no boundaries; it wasn’t specialized. 
You didn’t choose what music to 
play, you played everything.” 

A lot of blues purists don’t share 
that genre-bending attitude, mean- 
ing that modern electric blues-rock

gets a cold gaze from adherents 
the old Delta and Chicago bl 
ethic. But that doesn’t bother Dykes 
whose success in crafting a CCR- 
meets-Muddy Waters following sees 
the Howlers playing over 150 dates 
every year and h as earned them a 
huge cult following in Europe. A fix 
ture at Scandinavian festivals, Dykes 
insists that the Europeans have 
caught on and are producing gen-

For Dykes, that’s symptomatic of 
how the blues world as a whole is 
changing, with even the purists 
more willing to engage the style’s 
newer evolutions. “Well, | think 
blues rock has changed everything,” 
he says. “Nobody expects a blues 
rocker to be just like the original 
guys. There's a lot of tradition that 
says you can only play blues if 
you're black, but everyone has their 
own opinions. I play to have a good 
time.

“1 THINK ROCK ‘N’ ROLL IS ALMOST 
dead,” Sue Foley declares. Speaking 
over the phone from her home in 
Ottawa, the award-winning blues 
artist adamantly asserts that “over- 
commercialization and bastardiza- 
tion of the form-has taken rock ‘n’ 
roll so far away from the roots that it 
just doesn’t have soul any more.” 
That's just one of a thousand rea- 
sons why Foley has stayed true to 
the blues for well over a decade. 
Growing up ona healthy diet of 
’70s classic rock, Foley says bands 
like the Rolling Stones and Led 
Zeppelin were the original muses to 
her musical aspirations. But, she 
insists, times have changed since 
those legends stormed the stage. 
“MTV, and the obsession with 
image is ruining rock ‘n’ roll. It never 


used to be about those things; it was * 


about true rebellion.” She continues, 
“Working for the man and flaunting 
your ass on TV is not rebellion— 
that’s crap.” 

Listening to her latest release, 
Where The Action Is, it’s clear that 
Foley still keeps her early love for 
experimental rock in tune. She's 
taken those sounds back to their 
roots and spun them through a blaz- 
ing blues filter. From the static-y 
sound of over-driven amps, to the 


natural distortion clinging to her 





taining creative innovations. 

Foley even covers the Stones’ clas- 
sic “Stupid Girl” on this disc, which 
she sees as the perfect musical outlet 
for her discontent over the state of 
the industry. “Sometimes I introduce 
the song by saying ‘this is for all the 
whores on MTV,” she laughs. 

“Stupid Girl’ says a lot of things 
that I feel about the industry that I'm 
in, and how women represent them- 
selves in it,” she explains. “I don’t 
like all the over-glorification of being 
a whore and not being a real musi- 
cian; to me that’s stupid-and that’s a 
stupid way for women to represent 
themselves.” 

When Foley hit her mid-teens she 
discovered blues for the first time 
and she says the way it moved her 


















soul like no other musical genre is 
what made her decide to commit to 
the sound. Today, she continues 
writing and touring as a blues act 
simply because she feels, “blues 
hasn't lost it’s honour.” 

“What we sing about isn’t disillu 
sion; it’s about life,” she asserts. Th: 
themes of her music are universal, 
and Foley says she’s always strivin

to push deeper to find new inspira 
tion from within. “For me, [relatior 
ships] are the basis of what our exis 
tence is about. We're all trying to fig- 
ure out, not only our meaning of 
why we're here, but how we deal 
with everyone around us, with rela- 
tionships, and with love.” 

She plays from the heart and 
remembers the greats who 
strummed Telecasters before her 
Foley has shared the stage with the 
likes of B.B. King, Clarence 
“Gatemouth” Brown, John Lee 
Hooker, Richard Bell (Janis Joplin, 
Bruce Cockburn), and Dave Row 
Johnny Cash), just to name a few 
She also picked up a Juno Award in 
2001 and took home Maple Blues 
awards this year for Female Vocalist, 
Entertainer, and Songwriter of the 
year. 

Foley shows no signs of quieting 
down any time soon as she contin- 
ues to tour in support of her seventh 
release. “I’ve always just concentrat- 
ed on the music and tried to find 
depth in my own playing rather 
than worrying about how cute I am 
because that's all going to go and | 
want to be expressing myself like 
this until I’m 75,” she says. 

In fact, Foley says she’s only got- 
ten better with age, which is more 
than most acts can claim. “I have 
more to express now than I did 
when I was 21, and that’s the beauty 
of blues: you get better as you get 
older. Once blues catches you it'll 
keep you forever.”

THE MOMENT HAD RECEDED FROM 
memory a bit, but after a few min- 
utes of talking to Al Charlton, front 
man for Calgary’s Von Zippers, it 
came back vividly. Not because it 
was so profoundly hilarious, mind 
you, but because it spoke volumes 
about the mindset of the veteran 
garage-punk rocker. 

It was back in the late ‘90s, down 
in the band’s dingy basement-cum- 


of acomic shop. In between takes of 
a photo shoot, one of the parties in 
attendance sparked a spliff with a 
mischievous grin: “Wait'll Al sees 
this,” smirked the antagonist, 
knowing full well the 
reaction he was about to 
provoke. 

Sure enough, as 
Charlton rounded the cor- 
ner of the cramped space— 
known to garage rock afi- 
cionados as the Budget Ape 
recording studio—his face 
_ balled up into a sinewy tangle 
of pure disgust. 

“This isn't... ” he hollered to 
the amusement of all but him- 
self. “...fucking PINK FLOYD’s 
practice space.” 

Things haven't changed all 
that much since then, with 
Charlton dropping similarly 
minded statments (albeit more 
calmly) throughout the course of 
our interview. 

For instance, when asked about 
the openly political leanings on the 
Zippers’ new release, The Crime is 
Now, Charlton remarks, “I like to 
keep abreast of current events and as 
a result I around a lot of mental 
baggage, so this is a great way to deal 
with that, Fortunately, I can do that 
in the right context,” he says before 
quipping with the right amount of 
vitirol-laced-humour: “I don’t have 
to go around and plunk a mandolin—l 
can still do it electrically with great 
drumming and bass playing.” 

Yup, the folk circuit needn't worry 
about another contender for the sum- 
mer main stage. Nor should session 
players fret any more than usual 
either—Charlton recently told a 
reporter profiling guitar players for a 
Calgary publication, “My thing 
makes Johnny Ramone look Andrés 
Segovia [aka the ‘father of classical 
guitar

married man, in fact. But he also hap- 
pens to be one “middle aged no- 
count” (as the VZs’ record label, 
Estrus, describes him) who's been 
active in the band scene way back 
since...

Regardless, it’s his first band, formed 
when he was just 14, that Charlton 
seems the proudest of. .” 

“1 think we were way ahead of 
our time. It was called the Cecil 
Bibbs Band and we had three guitar 
players, a singer, a drummer and no 
bass player. 

“My favourites in ‘74 would’ve 
been Aerosmith, the New York 
Dolls... [loved the Stones but I could 
never figure it out because they were 
always in the key of G, and I didn’t 
know anything about open tunings 
until five or six years ago. But I was 
the same then as I am now: a long- 
hair just bashing it out.” 

Like so many others, though, his 
entire outlook changed with the _ 
advent of the punk scene. (Longtime 
Ramones’ associate Legs McNeil 
had a good point when he said that 
the bruddahs from Brooklyn were 
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more influential than the 
Beatles. “How many bands 
today still try to sound like the 
Beatles,” he asked in the 
Ramones bio Hey Ho, Let's Go, 
“And how may try to sound 
like Ramones?” Once again, 
Warped Tour anyone?) 

“T totally remember hear- 
ing the Pistols’ album and 
the Clash’s album,” he 
recalls. “I bought them on 
the same day and I was 
really excited about giv- 
ing them both a listen. It 
even struck me then how 
different they were; the 
Clash had a very mili- 
tary kind of cadence to 
what they were doing, 
and the songs were 
easy to understand: 

in your face. Above 
all, I really listened to 
that Pistols’ album; I had no idea it 
was the sham that it was—I6 tracks 
of guitar.” 

That pummeling cadence of the 
first group, which captured 
Charlton’s imagination all those 
years ago, still very much defines the 
Von Zippers’ sound: a steady, work- 
ing-hard-for-yer-money-backbeat— 
courtesy of drammer James 
Hayden, with the rhythmic glue 
unflaggingly supplied by bassist 
Doug Boland—truncated by 
scratchy, choppy bursts of guitar. 
And while Joe Strummer once dis- 
tanced himself from the Clash’s first 
album, calling it “caveman primi- 
tive,” Charlton seems to see the 
process of simplification, one of con- 
stant refinement: 





“What we're attempting to do 
now is present ev ing clearly 
and concisely—all our cards are on 
the table. There’s very little ambigui- 
ty to the whole thing; it’s all spelled 
out right there. 3

“After eight years of Mummies 
comparisons, I think we're due for a 
new lease,” says Charlton, referring 
to the bandage clad band, who, like 
the Von Zippers used to be, are 
defined as much by their image as 
they are with their similarly veined 
late-60s proto-punk sound. With the 
release of their third full length CD, 
on Dave Crider’s (Monomen, Dt's) 
purist rock label, Estrus (home to 
bands like the Cherry Vallence, the 
Immortal Lee County Killers and the 
Jack White-produced Soledad Bros.), 
the Von Zippers have all but 
chucked their homages to biker 
exploitation flicks and beer-hall 
anthems in favour of rantings, rail- 
ings and ravings against the increas- 
ingly dismal state of the world. 

“The idea is to take the rulebook 
and throw it right out the window 
and present things as clearly as pos- 
sible. The way I see it, we're living in 
pretty hairy times and to not 
acknowledge that would be a 
crime.” 

Nevertheless, Charlton says that 
even though he may be ona bit of 
rant, lyrically speaking, he doesn’t 
want to leave the impression his 
decades long career in rock 'n’ roll 
merry-making has come to a close. 
He says he and his bandmates are 
still grateful for the important things 
in life. “In other words,” he clarifies. 
“Expect more songs about beer.” 

And neither has that love of raw- 
law r‘n’ r been undiminished over 
the years; in fact it’s pretty much 
come full circle since he first started

Critics keep their claws away from alt-country darlings—for now

MUSIC JOURNALISTS CAN BE SUCH 
a fickle bunch. We're quick to play a 
favourite and rally behind it with 
hyperbolic praise so that the next 
effort can’t possibly live up to the 
hype. Then the hyperbole slinging 
turns ugly, and, unless you’ve 
inspired the same zealous critical 
trumpeting as Radiohead, you're 
going down as fast as you came up. 

It's an ugly game, and even after 
almost 20 years, The Jayhawks still 
know it all too well. The 
Minneapolis trio has been the kind 
of band to attract a protective under- 
ground following without breaking 
into mainstream success. Before alt- 
country was a hot destination on 
anyone's musical map, The 
Jayhawks were defining it with an 
earnest Mid-western blend of 
American roots, folk and catchy 
country pop rock in the Gram 
Parsons tradition (with huge nods to 
Byrds’ harmonies). 

The press jumped all over them, 
and The Jayhawks were able to ride 
on the reputation of 1992's Hollywood 
Town Hall well into the decade. But 
clouds began to gather when main 
songwriter Mark Olson left the band 
in 1995, and co-frontman Gary 
Louris took over the bulk of the 
songwriting duties. Smile (2000) is 
when the storm broke for longtime 
fans and critics, with arena rock 
effects and drumbeat loops jarring 
The Jayhawks familiar barroom 
songwriting. A conscious stab for 
mainstream success, Srile never 
broke the way it was intended, and 
the band was left scratching their 
heads. 

“We didn’t have that hit, we 
didn’t get out to that wide audience 
we thought we deserved,” says 
bassist Marc Perlman. “That was the 
only disappointing aspect. We really 
couldn’t understand why we 
weren't famous and a lot of our fans 
can’t understand it either.” 

The skies seem to be clearing now. 
With 2003's back-to-basics recording 
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of Rainy Day Music pulling in wide- 
spread praise for the band once 
again, the press is letting The 
Jayhawks back onto their sunny side 
and proclaiming the album as the 
“definitive Jayhawks record.” But 
Perlman bristles at this notion. “I 
don’t think they have the right to say 
what that would be,” he says. “For 
them, the definitive Jayhawks record 
is what they see as what they want 
us to be. I’d like to know how the 
album affects them, whether it 
means something to anybody, not 
how they think we should be.” 
Definitive or not, Rainy Day Music 
marks a return to The Jayhawks’ 
older musical philosophies; recorded 
“painlessly” over a few weeks on all 
analog equipment—meaning no 
computers or digital effects—the 
album was meant to capture The 
Jayhawks’ intimate live show ambi-

It’s an outlook that pushes the 
songwriting above all else, but 
Perlman admits that’s an area the 
band is still puzzling over. “I hav: 
figured out songwriting yet,” he 
says. “I'm not exactly sure if there i 
a best way to do it. There are some 
people like Bob Dylan who can writ 
ten million songs, and eight millio: 
of them are great. But to get there, 
you have to be willing to write a bac 
song. You have to have the guts to 
do that—to see it through and say 
‘That one sucks.’ Otherwise you start 
repressing yourself too much.” 

“Writing a bad song is one thing, 
but writing good songs that don’t 
make it is another kind of frustration 
altogether. Although one of 
Perlman’s songs (“Will I See You In 
Heaven”) made it onto Rainy Day 
Music, a number of his other cre- 
ations were rejected by Louris and

Gate reopens; a secular Choir, 
Nebula stops making sense

FANS OF THE LOCAL PROGRESSIVE- 
metal band Gate who thought the 
foursome had broken up in the 
winter can breathe a sigh of 
relief—the kids are back and 
ready to shred it up at Red’s this 
weekend. 

The show will be their first 
since February, when their guitar 
player suddenly called it quits 
after a show. After two years 
playing ete one album and 
countless shows in and around 
town, the rest of Gate were 
unsure what the departure would 
mean for the future of the band. 

“For a while there it was shaky. 
We weren’t sure what we were 
going to do,” explains bassist 
Jarred Muir from the rehearsal 
space where the band practices 
four times a week. “We ended up 
replacing him and adding a sec- 
ond guitar player. So, for the last 
four months we've done nothing 
but write new music, rehearse, 
teach the guys the old stuff and 
get ready for this big show.” 

Muir, singer Teresa Browning 
and drummer Chris Sequin were 
understandably cautious about 
letting in new members—espe- 
cially with a pivotal instrument 
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like the guitar—but they're happy 
with the chemistry they’ve found 
with friends Terry Palmer and 
Sheldon Durstling. 

“It’s way more full with the sec- 
ond guitar adding a second 
melody line to the music itself,” 
adds Muir. “We've all found 
more freedom to actually accom- 
plish what our goal was in the 
first place. So, [we're] just way 
more melodic, [and] way more 
layered.” With plans to record 
with Jan Martin at The Twilight 
Livingroom in the fall, Gate 
promises the new songs aren’t a 
far departure from their old mate- 
rial and fans will enjoy familiar 
song structures, content and style. 

“We're really happy and really 
excited for everyone to hear us 
again,” Muir summarizes. “We 
have confidence that people will 
really enjoy it.”

THE AGNOSTIC MOUNTAIN GOSPEL 


Choir is not a choir, nor do they 
sing gospel, hail from the moun- 
tains or circle the “agnostic” box in 
religious surveys. And although 
they’re music has been categorized 
as blues and/or bluegrass in the 
Papers, they maintain they’re nei- 
ther a blues nor a bluegrass band. 

So, just what is this ironic conun- 
drum called the Agnostic Mountain 
Gospel Choir? 

“The Choir was founded in an 
effort to forge a kind of gospel for 
the unbeliever, to rediscover the 
savagery and hostility of the old 
blues and bluegrass, to arc-weld 
mountain hollers with back-alley 
boot-stomps,” quotes bass player 
Vladimir Sobolewski from the 
band’s Web site, before adding, 
“[It’s] skiffle. Really hardcore skif- 
fle.” 

Formed in the winter of 2000 by 
Sobolewski, banjo player Judd 
Palmer, guitarist Bob Keelghan and 
drummer Jay Wooley—“ refugees 
and reprobates” from the Calgary 
folk music and punk rock scenes— 
the Choir plays a lot of standard, 
traditional blues, but “agnosticizes” 
it, making it new and fresh. 

“As far as sitting down and just 
playing a blues song or a bluegrass 
song verbatim, I don’t think it'll 
happen. We wouldn't do that. We 
wouldn't want to,” explains 
Sobolewski. “We'd want to unleash 
the fury that is the gospel choir on 
whatever song we're playing.” 

Last month the Choir released 
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their second CD, Saint Hubert. The 
all-acoustic album was recorded 
live off the floor and contains 
eleven tracks (including the stomp- 
ing title track) that'll make you hoot 
and holler for days. Saint Hubert 
will be available for fans at the 
Choir’s upcoming show with The 
Jayhawks.

AN EXERCISE IN SENSIBILITY 

The fascination with bicycle road racing arises 
more from the mythology of the races themselves 
than from the pursuit of an active and healthy 
lifestyle. It’s the stories of loyal domestiques (sup- 
port riders), daring breakaways, strong-legged 
climbers, and refined stratagems of the champi- 
ons that attract even those who've never even 
taken the training-wheels off their bike. 

But despite their celebrity, the efforts of the 
champions closely resemble those of the smallest 
cog in the societal machinery: the factory piece- 
worker. Like the pieceworker the 
professional cyclist is bound 
to slave at his machine for 
survival, although on differ- 
ent levels, and both have to 
follow a pattern set by others, 
Their effort, worthless in itself, 
merely a means to an end—the 
finishing line or the factory 
whistle signaling the end of the 
workday. It’s not a coincidence 
that Kraftwerk, the band furthest 
afield in the amalgamation of man 
and machine, have released a 
soundtrack to coincide with the 
centenary of the oldest and most 
prestigious bike race of all. 

It may seem odd, but who in this 
day and age is still excited by 
Internet dating or cell phones you can 
download movies with? As we're 
hardly left awe-struck by innovations 
these days, it’s perhaps only natural to 
appreciate the minimal, environmental- 
ly compatible technology of the bicycle, 
fuelled by an aesthetic synergy between 
man and machine. Kraftwerk actually 
attempted to record this album 20 years ago. But” 
a cycling accident involving vocalist and main 
composer Ralf Hiitter, put all the band’s activities 
on hold. A subsequent tour was cancelled, the 
existing tracks re-recorded and later released on 
the Electric Café album. The “Tour de France” sin- 
gle, which had already been released at the time 
of the accident, seemed destined to remain an 
oddity in the Kraftwerk catalogue. 

While this original “Tour de France” release 
was very much preoccupied with the mythology 
of the bike race, the new “Tour de France ‘03’ — 
the main suite on the new album—relates the 
Tour in its contemporary incarnation: not merely 
as a sporting event but a televised spectacle. The 
rest-of Soundtracks concerns itself with the body as 
an instrument; the “beats re minute” referring as 
much to the machines in the Kling Klang studio 
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as the pulse of the bike rider, connected with the 
pedals, a tool in the process of sharpening. The 
yee may come across as nursery rhymes, but 

e ability to create staggeringly simple music, 
almost banal in its subject matter, and yet make it 
sound important, the issues around it complex 
and thought-provoking, has always been 
Kraftwerk’s forté. 

As the “Expo 2000” single indicated a couple of 
years ago, Kraftwerk have reconnected with their 
affinity for Romanticism last heard on “Trans- 
Europe Express.” They’ve also abandoned their 
search for the optimal pop melody in favour of 
the optimal pop interval: minimal lyrics 
and rhythms—that could 
appeal to 




























‘90s ravers as 
well as ‘20s flappers—combined 
with a frequency range that'll take a rather 
fancy sound system to truly appreciate. And 
while tons of electronic musicians go ga-ga over 
the latest gadgets, creating really dense music in 
order to be ahead of everything, Kraftwerk still 
create their sounds from scratch. That's Hiitter’s 
very own ticker keeping the tempo in “Elektro 
Kardi “ sampled during a visit to the 
doctor. (Evidently even sexagenarian man- 
machines need a tune-up every now and then). 
While their German Faust, 
Tangerine Dream—muddied their cultural iden- 
tity with liberal doses of commune-dwelling, 
acid-munching hippy idealism, Kraftwerk 
couldn't have appeared more German unless 
they took to the stage clad in lederhosen. When 
everyone else was letting it all hang out, they 
sported suits, ties and short haircuts—the look of 
sound-bureaucrats. On Soundtracks, their first

multilingual album since “Radioaktivitat,” 
Kraftwerk have tuned their ethnicity down and 
present themselves as cosmopolitans* 

Indeed, the only thing that brings the album 
down is the re-recorded version of “Tour de 
France” added at the end. It fits this album like a 
brick fits a window, and its counter-melodies 
clearly illustrate what Karl Bartos took with him 
when he left Kraftwerk. On the other hand, it’s a 
fitting end to this faux soundtrack—like the pro- 
motional sound-bytes that lure you into the cine- 
ma in the first place—appearing as the credits 
start to roll. But it’s typical for Kraftwerk to move 
forward by glancing back at both themselves and, 
now, the plethora of innovators that have arrived 
in their wake. However, few performers have 
achieved Kraftwerk’s musical and technological 
perfection combined with their soft and vivid 
touch. While they may no longer be leading the 
pack, there’s still no one who sounds simultane- 
ously so quaint and so futuristic.

MAKING SENSE. 

Charlie Bartos may have left Kraftwerk, but 
Kraftwerk never really left Charlie. He's still 
obsessed with the themes he spun with his for- 
mer outfit—the model's affection for the cam- 
era, the mechanics of human interaction and 
the lack of meaningful communication in an 
age inundated with information. But while 
Kraftwerk communicate in minimal terms, 
Bartos remains blunt as ever. eh 

Not shying away from criticizing our 
media-horny environment, Bartos para- 
phrases literary and musical heroes such as Bret 
Easton Ellis and John Lennon, even giving 
Kraftwerk their share as he—being fairly tight- 
lipped about his experiences in the band until 
now—vents his feelings in “Life.” 

Musically, Bartos’ palette is still dominated by 
the Digital Lead Singer—a precursor of the 
Robovox currently used by Kraftwerk—and = 
instantly recognizable library of sounds. But hi: 
mack er cetine t melodic hooks has been 
coupled with healthy doses of contemporary ~~ 
techno and pop. 

Being one of two Kraftwerk members with a 
university degree in music, Bartos may lack the 
sonic refinement and ical sophistication 
of his former employers. But like the classics he 
co-wrote (The Model,” “The Robots,” 
“Computerworld”) his new recordings have an 
immediate appeal Kraftwerk seem somewhat -

MY INTENTIONS IN VISITING TEDDY’S 
Restaurant and Lounge, I'll admit, 
were not entirely of culinary inter- 
est. I was toting home groceries the 
other day when an older gentleman 
in a baseball hat, aviator shades and 


* an unbuttoned dress shirt over cut- 


offs stopped me on Jasper Ave. It 
seems he had, by one means or 
another, come to the end of his 
available funds while enjoying the 
hospitality at Teddy’s and, unable 
to operate a motor vehicle, was 
hoping to score a little change for 
the bus. 

This comported all too well with 
my image of Teddy’s clientele. If 
you haven't noticed its imposing 
red brick facade on Jasper Ave., the 
awning of which touts its AAA 
steaks, reubens and VLTs, maybe 
you've been intrigued by its art 
nouveau-inspired signage (featur- 
ing a woman enjoying a cocktail 
with a couple of bear cubs) and 
stained glass. There’s something 
about Teddy’s that hints at better 
days now past, a time when, thanks 
to the oil boom, portly middle-aged 
chain-smokers with petro-fattened 
wallets and tucked-in golf shirts 
were lords of all they surveyed—no 
one questioned their authority as 
they established their status quo 
paradise on earth. But as the mid- 
dle-aged white male has declined in 
prestige (if not power), so too has 
the unpretentious luxury-found in 
Teddy's. 

All the same, the call of a good ol’ 
steakhouse echoed in the reptilian 
core of my brain. To me, the wood- 
paneled interior, staunchly North 
American bill of fare and govern- 
ment-sanctioned gambling facilities 
bespoke the quiet desperation I 
often associate with fellows I’ve 
served under at my various menial 
labour jobs, guys who seemed con- 
vinced they ran the world and 


knew what was best for everyone 
but couldn’t understand why their 
marriages were falling apart and 
their kids hated them. In short, mid- 
dle class whiteys—my tribe! 

Pushing through the enormous 
wooden doors, I was greeted by a 
handsome youth ina natty dress 
shirt and tie who addressed me as 
“man” and advised me to “check 
out” the “awesome” steak prices on 
the menu board. I have no reason to 
think he spent his off-hours 
fronting an aspiring nu-metal band, 
but I went ahead and thought it 
anyway. My host thoughtfully seat- 
ed me near an enormous marble- 
fronted faux-hearth and turned on 
the TV perched on the mantle to 
TSN as he probably has for so many 
lone male diners. Moments later my 
server arrived, an efficiently polite 
young woman who seemed non- 
plussed by my presence. 

The menu was a catalogue of 
middle-class whitey comfort food, 
everything from a king size corned 
beef sandwich ($10.95) to fish and 
chips, lasagna, liver and onions, 
three kinds of beef dip, seafood 
dishes and other “Western” 
favourites. 

Much aggrieved by the punitive 
sanctions against Alberta beef and 
the attendant hardship visited on 
our farmers, I opted for steak—a 
six-ounce fillet mignon ($15), which 
entitled me to my choice of soup or 
salad, fries or baked potato, vegeta- 
bles, garlic toast and dessert. I also 
ordered a glass of the house red 
($5.50), a palatable little Californian 
merlot. Above the'skiddly-wah ~ 
piano jazz piped into the dining 
room, I could hear the VLT jockeys 
in the bar enjoying Frank Mills’ 
“Music Box Dancer,” the sort of 
shlocky muzak that burbled in the 
background during so many social 
occasions in my childhood home. 
Ah, home! 

The salad arrived to snap my 
nostalgic reverie, the standard plat- 
ter of iceberg lettuce coloured with 
a confetti of shredded carrots and

red cabbage, doused in Italian 
dressing. Salad, after all, is beside 
the point, a token gesture toward 
regularity—bring on that big chun| 
of meat. 

The entree arrived quite quickly 
as I requested my fillet cooked rar 
I know many people who are 
appalled by bloody meat, but I ha; 
pen to know that when you order 
well-done steak in a restaurant, 
you're signaling the kitchen staff 
that you don’t have any tastebuds 
so they might as well not waste an\ 
fresh food on you. 

My steak looked perfect, bearing 
the blackened cross-hatch of the 
charbroiler and flecked with grain 
of kosher salt, black pepper and 
crushed caraway seeds, steeping i1 
a small pool of its own succulent 
juices. My server held a tray of 
potato condiments (sour cream, rea 
bacon bits, butter, green onions) as 
patiently as she could while I tarted 
up my foil-wrapped spud. The sic 
of veggies looked pretty good, 
except that the broccoli crowns 
were turning yellow, but perhaps 
the kitchen sensed how little this 
would matter to one intent on a big 
steak. 

And what can I say? It was with 
out a doubt the best steak I’ve had 
all summer, accounting for every 
one of the four stars at the top of 
this review. Indescribably tender, 
perfectly cooked so that the heat 
only penetrated the steak a few mi 
limetres on each side, leaving a 
warm, exquisitely rare seam of puc: 
through the middle, and so judi- 
ciously seasoned that it didn’t need 
so much as a shake of salt or pep- 
per. Even if it were the only thing 
on the plate, I would have felt like 
I'd had my $15 worth. 

But there was still chocolate 
mousse to come, a slightly thick 
variant of said dessert which con- 


~~cealed in its folds an errant slip of 


lettuce. But it tasted fine and creat- 
ed a sense of value for the money 
that the people of my tribe are, 
noted for appreciating. I’m glad the 
pressure is off middle-class whiteys 
like myself to remake the world in 
our image, but every once in a 
while, it’s good to commune with 
the ancestral spirits and add a rare 
Teddy’s filet mignon to the backlog 
in your lower intestine.

John Metcalf forces us to meet some people we've been ignoring 


AN AESTHETIC UNDERGROUND: A 
LITERARY MEMOIR

AN AESTHETIC UNDERGROUND IS 
essentially a rant against unseen forces 
in Canada that keeps writers, such 
as the author and those held high in 
his esteem, from achieving the glory 
of best-sellers like Atwood. 
Heavily laden with suspicion of or 
outright antipathy for academia, 
politicians, feminists, left-leaning 
types and better-known Canadian 
writers; and full of contempt for pri- 
mary education and the teachers 
thereof, John Metcalf’s latest book 
ought to be considered essential 
reading for all those who consider 
themselves aficionados of Canadian 
literature and literary history. 
Chiefly, An Aesthetic Underground 
should be read simply to introduce 
oneself to the many unknown talent- 
ed writers that exist in Canada—but 
who have been largely ignored by 
Canadians. Among these, Norman 
Levine, Clark Blaise, and John 
Newlove are highly esteemed by 
Metcalf (he has, at one time or anoth- 
er, anthologized all of 
them). 


Undergraduate 
English majors 
will not likely 
find any of these 
authors, or the 
litany of others 
glowingly men- 
tioned by Metcalf, 
on a class reading 
list. Metcalf’s expla- 
nation for this, in its 
simplicity, cynicism 
and accusation, is 
representative of the 
tone of the book: 
“Canadian academics 
do not read contempo- 
rary literature.” 
Unfortunately, and to 
the detriment of the 
overlooked, Metcalf’s 
obvious biases could 
very likely taint his glow- 
ing praise. One who has 
not read the books and 
short stories on Metcalf’s 
reading list is treated with 
the same disdain as the 
boorish pig-farmer neigh- —_ 
bours he describes in one of 
the more autobiographical 
chapters. It is a curious 
rhetorical strategy to shame 
and chastise the reader in 
hopes of rallying them to your 
cause. 

It is Metcalf’s cause—the 
improvement of Canadian litera- 
ture in general, and the short 
story specifically—that moves

memoirs, these are outweighed by 
the burden of spokesmanship he 
takes on. And it is unfortunate that 
Metcalf’s best writing is done out- 
side the shape of argument and is so 
much more a convincing argument 
for reading Canadian litera- 
ture when 
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marked by well-cadenced exposition 
and imagery instead of complaint 
and controversy. Of far more interest 
than his distaste for the blunders of 
the Canada Council for the Arts is 
his recollection of collecting 
weapons and conducting biological 
experiments as a child; his misery i: 
New Brunswick, and Cold Lake 
Alberta; his boredom with teaching 
the ignorant and unwilling to learn 
his marriage, divorce, and subse- 
quent depression. The only place hi 
polemic adequately marries the 
memoir form is in the recollection of 
buying coffee for Margaret Atwood 
and being rebuffed for such a patent 
ly chauvinistic act. 

Metcalf has great talent and 
knowledge, and is so intimately con 
nected to the history of the Canadia 
short story that he ought to be read 
And being so essential to Canadian 
literature both as an author and an 
editor, his biases should not discour- 
age one from picking up his book.

Fritz Lang's startling and exquisite film M, fear stalks the 
streets of Berlin in the form of a serial child murderer 
whose grisly accomplishments are so heinous even the 
criminal minds of the underworld want him dead. Filmed 
in post-Weimar Germany during the infancy of the Nazi 
state, this tale of moral depravity serves not just as an 
allegory for the need of justice for all, but as an ominous 
foreshadowing of the sort of societal hysteria that leads 
to cultural witch hunts. Originally titled Morder Unter Uns 
(“Murderers Among Us”), M was one of Peter Lorre's 
(CASABLANCA) first major film roles. Fritz Lang’s 
expressionistic eye plunges into the dark cityscape of 
Berlin, as he follows the killer whistling down the street 
seducing small children with toys and candy, and eventu 
ally fleeing for his lifer A city paralyzed by fear, and a vast 
criminal underground network of blind beggars, thieves 
and murderers, as well as an untorgettable climax 
notable for its startling statement about the murderous 
nature which resides within human beings, are all ren- 
dered in Lang’s painterly cinematography of sharp 
angles, dark corners and breakneck pacing. Sat & Mon, 7 
pm: Seven Samurai, Set in 16th century Japan, Akira 
Kurosawa’s epic follows the plight of a defenseless farm 
ing village that lives in constant fear of marauding ban- 
dits. The farmers know that when their crops are harvest 
ed, the thugs will attack, so four men go to town in 
hopes of employing samurai to fight for them. However. 
the poor villagers can merely offer payment in the form 
of shelter and a daily bow! of rice, and initially only 
Kambei, a brave elder samurai, and his eager young 
apprentice, Katsushiro, take up their cause. Encountering 
various nomadic warriors on the streets, they slowly put 
together a team of swordsmen. Finally, Kikuchiyo 
(Toshir6 Mifune), a scruffy wanderer who has been trail 
ing them, completes the small band of ronin. However 
upon reaching the village, the samurai learn that the 
farmers fear them as much the enemy. Although the film 
clocks in at more than three hours, the story remains 
consistently engaging and slowly heightens the tension 
while providing action, drama, comic relief, and character 
development. Gleetully running amuck, Mifune gives one 
ot his most renowned performances, imbuing the often 
comical Kikuchiyo with a surprising streak of melancholy 
and introspection. However, it is Shimura who anchors 
the entire film as the thoughtful and courageous Kambei 
who stoically takes on the leadership of an almost 
impossible task.
